| How to Gain Weight

In examining thousands of thin people under 
the fluoroscopic x-ray, I find that in nearly 
every instance there is a marked falling or pro- 
lapsus of the stomach and transverse colon so 
that foods are delayed in emptying from the 
stomach and elimination is retarded in passing 
through the colon. One of the 
most beneficial treatments 
which these thin people can 
employ is to use exercises for 
raising the abdominal organs 
and strengthening the abdom- 
inal muscles. It is also a 
good plan for them to under- 
go an internal cleansing so 
that assimilation and tissue 
building can be _ increased. 
The liver, gall-bladder, and 
intestines should be emptied 
of accumulated impurities so that they can 
function more efficiently. 

This cleansing effect can best be obtained 
by the use of a fruit fast for a few days fol- 
lowed by a well-balanced diet which is espe- 
cially rich in the tissue-building mineral salts 
and the cell-building proteins. If you were to 
ask me which foods were the most important 
in gaining normal weight, I would answer that 
they are not the starches, sugars, and rich 
foods ordinarily advised, instead I recommend 
the fresh green vegetables of the non-starchy 
kind, both cooked and raw, and a reasonable 
amount of the more easily digested type of 
protein foods. This is exactly the opposite of 
the foods usually recommended, but I believe 
they are especially valuable for the reason that 
they furnish vitamins, roughage, mineral 
elements and protein—all absolutely vital. If 
enough of these foods are eaten, the patient 
will secure normal elimination which is 
necessary if good health and active 
functioning are to be secured. These foods also 
increase the appetite so that the patient looks 
forward to his meals.

One of the problems facing the patient who 
is trying to gain in weight is the sensible use 
of starches. The patient usually feels that he 
needs starches and yet he is afraid to add them 
to the diet hit or since he has learned 
from sad experience that if he eats too much 
starch he likely to develop catarrh, liver 
trouble, or indigestion. I usually recommend 
that the patient who has used the fasting 
regimen to cleanse the body of accumulated 
wastes, is to take a small amount of starch 
thereafter, and it is the best plan to use this 
at the luncheon meal, taking one of the starches 
found on my list of “Good Starches” and mak- 
ing sure that the starch is correctly combined. 
If this plan is followed, the patient finds he 
is able to assimilate the starch in such a way 
that he gets the good out of it, with no dis- 
tressing effects. :

I also recommend that the patient take/a 
daily walk, gradually increasing the distance 
covered as his strength increases. The walk 
should be followed by physical culture exer- 
cises and the patient is then ready for a shower 
bath and a rest for 30 minutes. 

The use of these regular exercises are im- 
portant to build up the muscles of the body 
and to increase strength. Always rest after 
exercising; while rest alone is of little value, it 
must be considered part of the exercise, using 
the two together so that one will balance the 
other.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. H. T. G. asks: “Will you 
please explain what a spastic colon is, and how 
to cure it?” 

ANSWER: A spastic colon is one which 
a contraction occurs, due to a muscular spasm. 
Very hot enemas, using water as hot as 105 
deg. Fahr., and adding one tablespoonful of 
soda to each quart of water, are often helpful 
in relaxing the contracted area.

On this date in 1841 
Sydenham (suffering from the 
injuries he had received when 
thrown from his horse and which 
were to end in his death two days 
later) prorogued the first session 
of the first parliament of the 
Province of Canada at Kingston

The ending of poverty is not a doctrine which belongs 
exclusively to socialism. In the years 1908 to 1912 there was much 
study among bankers as to whether or not a mistake was being 
made in allowing any individual to live in a state of want and 
uncertainty as to where tomorrow's food will come from 


Proof was given which showed beyond all question that the 
cost of poverty was the great basic expense of national life. Proof 
was given that the individual with buying power was a national 
asset; and the individual without buying power was a national 
liability 


Proof was also formulated—but incomplete as to detail in 
some respects—to show that without disruption of the present 
forms of government, the national productive power could be so 
distributed as to make a provision of at least bread and butter 
and clothing for each individual so long as such individual lived, 
without taking away from any other individual the right to attain 
full success along lines of individual ability. While research was 
being continued along this line of proof the World war flamed up; 
and, with the change from physical war to trade war has con- 
tinued in disastrous effect ever since. 


Mr. Upton Sinclair has got hold of the simple truth that there 
is enough to go around. He has also secured the democratic nom- 
ination for Governor of California; which, basing a conclusion on 
the election of a Democratic Governor in rock-ribbed Republican 
Maine, is equivalent to election.
